But in reality, 
itccan never be done. Then how did you 
doit? 

Sorcar Jr : When can you see an 
object? When the light rays reflect on

Once 
during the elephant vanishing trick, the 
elephant that was shown to the audi- 
ence had to move back stage within a 
few seconds, But unfortunately the 


elephant refused to move from the 
stage. Having understood the situation, 
T began telling the audience that the 


elephant being a big animal, needed 
Jonger time to vanish. The elephant had 
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his own reason for not moving from 
stage. The man who looked after the 
elephant missed to give him his usual 
share of banana that day. But he soon 
realized and bought a banana. The 
smell of the banana was enough to 
make the elephant move backstage, 
‘Then the show continued without any 
problem. With my experience, now I 

tackle any difficulty with confi- 
dence, 

Siddharth : Can you make God ap- 
pear on stage? 

Sorear Jr: Itis very easy for me to 
make someone dressed like Lord 
Shiva, Ganesha, Krishna or Goddess 
Lakshmi appear on stage from a box 
oraflower, You should always remem 
ber one thing in your mind, A magi- 
cian has no supernatural powers, He is 
41 good actor doing the role of a magi- 
cian. In cartoon films, you see animals 
doing so many things, which they can 
never do in real, With the help of tech- 
nology, they are made to do all sorts of. 

actions for the purpose of en- 
tertainment. In magic also, sci 
ence and technology are used 
to entertain people. 

Vaishnavi : You are able to 
‘make things appear and disap- 
pear on stage easily. Can you 
do the same thing anywhere 
else using the same tricks? 

Sorear Jr : If I have to 
make something appear, 1 
should have the object hidden some- 
where. If I have to make something 
disappear, I should have some place to 
hide it, If that is possible, then I can 








make anything appear or disuppear. 
Otherwise itis simply impossible. 

Last night, I had a tooth ache and 
‘went to a dentist, I told him to do any- 
thing that will relieve me of the severe 
pain, The dentist remarked humourous- 
ly, "Mr, Sorear, you make so many 
things vanish during your show, but 
you're unable to make your own tooth 
pain vanish, and you have come tome." 

Butit’s true that he is a better magi- 
cian than me, He made my tooth pain 
disappear that same night! 

Siddharth : When your wife cut 
your body into two parts with a giant 
saw, not a single drop of blood came 
out. How is this possible? 

Sorear Jr : If1 was really cut into 
‘hwo parts during the show, can Ibe talk- 
ing to you all now? It was only an il 
sion, I could have put some red 
‘on the saw to make it dramat 
showing blood in stage performances 
isnot permitted by law. 

Sowmya : Can you teach magic to 
people who are interested in magic? 

Sorear Jr: If give you some paint 
and a brush, can you become a painter? 
Magic is also like that, It should come 
from within, If you have that, then you 
ccan be trained, Only continuous prac- 
tice makes one perfect, Basically magic 
is a combination of acting, dancing, 
music, rhythm, coordination, technol- 
ogy and stagecraft 

Siddharth : What about your wife 
and children? Do they also perform 
magic? 

Sorear Jr : My wife Jaishree is a 
talented artist. Ihave given her an im-

daughters. The eldest has already been 
into magic. She shot into fame by do- 
ing a fire escape adventure, Six dyna- 
mite sticks were tied around her body 
and she was put inside a box. The box 





was locked and set fire. When the box 
exploded, to everybody's surprise she 
came to the venue driving a fire bri- 
zgde jeep! After her education, she will 
join me, My other two daughters are 
also interested in magic.

Sowmya : What is your advise to 
the young magicians of tomorrow? 
Sorear Jr : Everybody is a magi- 
cian, If somebody plays on the tabla 
very well, what do we say? “He does 
magic with his fingers.” Don't we? 
hin does magic with his bat while 
playing cricket, So every person will 
hhave some special talent. My request 
to youll is whatever talents you have, 
try to develop it and become the best. 
Whatever was magic yesterday, is sci- 
ence today and whatever is magic to- 
day, will be science tomorrow.

? How is the wax in the ear 
formed? Is it harmful tothe eardrum? 
How can it be prevented? 

! Sweat glands in the outer ear 
canal produce a soft brownish or 
yellowish waxy secretion called 
carwax. It is also known as cerumen, 
Physiologically itis one of the normal 
secretions in our body. Earwax helps 
10 protect the eardrum by trapping dirt 
in it that Would otherwise collect 
around the drum, The amount produced 
varies from person to person. 

Earwax is generally 
cleansed from the canal by 
normal washing. Sometimes it 
builds up. The impacted earwax 
plugs the eardrum and 
interferes with hearing. This 
can result in other problems, 
such as infection 

Prevention : If you live in very 
dusty conditions which can trigger wax 
blockage, consider wearing ear plugs. 
If you tend to produce a lot of earwax, 
softening drops are available over the 
‘counter. Anything that has an oil base, 
such as baby oil, is also effective. Begin 
by using one or two drops in each ear 
duily for a week, then once a week, and, 
then just once a month. This will keep 
the watx soft enough to work itself out 
of the ear canal naturally.

! Of the many types of insects that 
can get into the ears, ants, gnats, 
moths and cockroaches are the most 
‘common, Gnats get tangled in the wax 
and cannot fly out. Bigger insects 
cannot turn around; neither can they 
crawl backwards. They keep 
struggling and their motion can be 
painful and frightening. Gnats are 
easily washed out with warm water 
from a rubber bulb syringe. For a big 








insect, the first step is to fill the ear with 
mineral oil, which plugs off the breathing pores 
of the insect and kills it, This takes 5 to 10 
minutes, Then see the doctor to get the insect 
removed, Beads, pencil lead, bits of erasers, 
bits of plastic toys, nuts, seeds and dried beans 
‘are common objects that children put into their 
cears, Removal of themis a delicate task, Leave 
it to doctors to perform,

! Ear buds or cotton-tipped applicators 
should not be used inside the ear canal, It may 
tear the eardrum, Sometimes if there is any 
impacted earwax, it can be forced back against 
the eardrum and cause a hard plug, It will lead 
to 4 partial hearing loss, ringing in the car and 
earache. 

‘The best way to clean the ear is with a wet 
washcloth wrapped around a finger used in 
the outer curves of the ear and at the edge, or 
just inside the canal,

{Removing impacted wax is a delicate

You 
are responsible for the decision you

It is a rare 
monkey endemic to the western ghats 
and found nowhere else other than 
south India, If you can travel to 
Anaimalai sanctuary or drive up to 
YValparai, a small hill town beyond 
Pollachi and Azhiyar, you are sure to 
get a good sighting of it.

I also 
suggest that you buy yourself a bird 
book and start identifying the birds 
around your school and house. If pos- 
sible ask your parents to take you to 
sanctuaries in and around Tamilnadu. 
(One request is please keep at least three 
days in the forest; otherwise you might 
come back saying there isn’t any ani- 
imal in the forest. You must remember 
that the wildlife in the forest is all free 
ranging animals and they are not caged 
for display like in a zoo.

First confirm the species and then 
inform the State Forest Department or 
otherwise contact any wildlife re- 
searcher/scientist who might be work- 
ing nearby. They in turn will guide you 
further.

What dress code would you advo- 
cate for a person getting into a wild- 
life park? 

Surely not the reds and yellows. You 
should always wear muted dark colours 
like OLIVE GREEN or DARK 
BROWN. Your goal should be to cam- 
ouflage yourself so that you are not 
spotted by the animal. This will give 
you comfort of observing the animal 
for a long time without the animal 
‘knowing that you are there, You should 








Jeam to be patient and avoid all unnec- 
essary talks inside the forest, only then 
can you listen to the sounds of the 
jungle, Also don't use perfumes or 
balms or eucalyptus oil ete as the smell 
can drive away the animal before you 
even spot them. 

How different is it in India, when 
‘compared to other countries, in terms 
of exposure, technology, funds or to- 
pography? 

Thave met a lot of people in UK 
and USA. They all seem to be very 
well exposed to latest developments 
in wildlife sciences and other forestry 
management techniques. Undoubt- 
edly their financial outlay for protec- 
tion of animals is far higher than what 
wwe have, but the sad thing is they 
don’t seem to have as much wildlife 
as we do, Unfortunately in our coun- 
try we don’t have much money for 
managing wildlife or even to produce 
wildlife films but we are blessed with 
arich diversity of wildlife, We have 
every thing to be proud of, from the 
rare Snow Leopard in the Himalayas 
to thie Asiatic Lion in Gujarat , the 
Golden Langurs in the North East, the 
Tigers in Central India, the Nilagiri 
Thar and the Elephants in Kerala, and 
finally the Hornbills and the Lion 
Tailed Macaque in Tamilnadu. If you 
are interested in wildlife, India is the 
best country to live in.

these captured trenches, Darwan Singh 
Went around every comer of the battle 
field and flushed out the enemies. 
Naik Darwan Singh Negi was pre- 
sented with the Victoria Cross in 
France, by His Majesty King George V. 





Yer another feather adorned 
the cap ofthe Gharwal Rifles when 
rifleman Gobar Singh Negi won 
the Victoria Cross posthumously. 

‘The action had taken place on 
th Oth of March 1915 in 
"NEUVE CHAPELLE? in France. 
Gobar Singh was one among the bayo- 
het men accompanying a bombing 
party. Wielding the bayonet with great 
skill, Gobar Singh killed many Ger- 
mans and made several of them sur- 
render 





The year was 1916. In the Battle 
of Wadi, the 9th Bhopal Infantry with- 
ddrew from position due to heavy on- 
slaught from the Turks. During this 
withdrawal a number of wounded sol- 
dicrs were left behind. Amongst them 
lay Colonel! Thomas the commanding 
officer, badly wounded in his thigh. 

Sepoy Chatta Singh turned to as- 
sist the Colonel, Unmindful of the 
heavy firing from the enemies, this 
young sepoy dressed the colonel’s 
wounds, carried him to a trench and 
shielded him from Turkish fire arms 
with his own body for more than five 
hours - all single - handedly. 

This brave and gallant hero was 
only as young as 29 when he was 
awarded the decoration,

CROSS 


Instituted in the 
year 1856 by the | 
Empress of Great 
Britain Queen Vitoria, 
the Victoria Cross is considered till date 
‘as one of the most highly coveted 
‘awards that can be won by any soldier, 
sailor and airman fighting on behalf of 
the British Empire. The cross is 
awarded for the outstanding act of 
bravery shown in the presence of the 





The decoration was made 
retrospective to the year 1854 to 
honour the soldiers ofthe Crimean war, 

The decoration consists of a bronze 
straight armed cross ‘PATTE’ which is 
38 mm across and has raised edges. 

On the obverse, in the centre, is a 
tion guardant standing upon the Royal 
Crown. Below the crown are the words 
‘For Valour’ 

On the reverse side is engraved the 
date of the act of bravery along with 
the name of the recipient.
